tioii-dinner. Thns matters xxent along 
swimmingly until the afternooa. when xvlio 
should come before Justice .Maak again 
but the same parties, accompanied bj* a 
servant girl as interpreter. The latter at 
once explained to the justice that a great 
wrong had lieen committed, and that the 
newlj -made xxife desired a divorce on the 
ground that her husband was a married 
man before lie married her, and had a 
wife and four iuterestlng babes living out 
six miles in the countrj'. Mr. Fisher 
<Hd not denj- this soft impeachment, but 
pleaded in excuse that he had grown tin*d 
of his old wife, and thought it no harm to 
take uiiotimr.

CUL. WHITE’S SrXKCH. 

Col. White spoke flrat. After introductn;r him- 
self to (he audience as a native of Kentucky and 
a resident of Louisville fdr a number of years, 
and U 8 the representative of the people of his 
UDiilct In the Iasi Legislature’, he proceeded to 
review hl.s posltlou on the different projects and 
mutters of Interest which had oome up during: the 
ses.-lon. 

He dwelt at lensth upon the bill eeubllshlne 
a state House of Reform and his endeavors, which 
termtbated In Its final location near this city. He 
spoke of Its advantages to the city, in supply Ina 
the place and purpose.s of the present Uou-e of 
R<*fu(re ana thereby saving an expense of many 
thousands to the city auuually. 

He then spoke of his effoits to reform 'he prii«- 
ent iK-nitettlary system of the Slate. As It now 
exists, he said, the penitentiary Is a semluarv of 
crlioe. Male and female, black and white 
are all huddled lORether, The mere fact 
of a retson haying been an Inmate of the peul- 
teuttaiy debars him or her from as-oclatlon in 
ifood society, and they are. In conseqiienc *, com- 
pelletl to return to their old haunts of crime and 
band again with thieves and robbers, ending In 
tbelr Itelng returned to prison or termluatiug 
their lives on the gallows. My endeavors to re- 
form the system were not successful, beciiise of 
the fact that the presen', keeper has a leai-e of 
set erul years on the institution, and has In the 
meantime entire control of its workings, li lam 
returned I expect to carry out my purposetaln 
this respect, 

1 took an active part In rallroa-l affairs because 
my cUv had millions inve-ted, ann 1 f -lt It my 
duty to look atier her Interests. I was on the 
Railroad Comml'tt e, md p«iilc pared In the pre- 
paration of the several bills which c ime before 
the Assembly. 1 opposed the bill for the road 
Horn Clnclnoatl through the State to Knoxville, 
Tenn., be'ause It was to run nearly parallel to a 
destined road from Loulsnlle to the same place. 
I used all my endeavors In the Interest of Louis- 
vlllu, and succeeded In having It defeau*d. It 
was avalu brought up and again defeated. I am, 
aud alwa.vs have been, opposed to what might be 
called the “swap system.” Whon a member 
comes to me and prormses M> vote for some meas- 
ure of mine In return lor my support of his, my 
answer Is, “I will go for your bill with pleasure 
if 1 think It is right, but under no other circum- 
stances.” 

There Is anoUier bill to come up before the next 
Legislature to build a road fromClncinaatl south- 
ward across the State to ChaiUnooga, and It will 
re<iulre all that Louisville can do to defeat It. 
PudLcah. with her project^ railroad bridge and 
railroad connections, already aspires to be the 
rival of Louisville, and will very probably coalesce 
with the other end of the State, and by ylrtue of 
tbe “swap sj stem” attempt to carry their several 
measures through the Legislature. Thur you see 
Louisville must keep her eyes wide open and ter 
tiled and true guardians at the post of danger, or 
else she will be apt to find herself left out In the 
cold. 

l'lK)ii the subject of State aid to rallro.ids, Own. 
Diiko, like myself, promises hostility to the meas- 
ure. A bill appronrlatlng ten milltoos of dullui-s 
to aid In the building 01 railroads was before 
tbe lust Legislature, and I opposed it to the 
lust. It was defeated, and I feel that tbe State 1.- 
more than ten millions the better off for It. 

The General has thought properto animadvert 
on my course In the Legislature. He attacks 
particularly ray action In regard to the boundary 
bill. I opi>osed that bill In a meeting of the 
Louisville delegitlon. 1 couH not believe that 
we bad ony right to sit down fifty miles awuy 
«nd change the boundary of a city. I said In the 
committee that we would do the people affect***! 
by It a good deal of Injury If we adui ted the I 
amendment to It which you ur** familiar with, j 
because It taxed not all alike. I oppo-ed the ! 
amendment^ and did all I could to j 
defeat It. The General reports the con- 
trary, but I think him an honest man 
and believe he does It only t > tem«e me. The 
General has not been here long and conse<iueut- 
ly does not, as he says, know much about thL 
boundary bhl. But, my fellow-cltlxens, it is bad 
mat a man, who sijs be intends to represent you 
In tbe next General Assembly, knows notbiog 
ubaui a matter which concerns you so directly, 
and Is. at all events, so familiar to every cltlzeu 
of Louisville as this. I say it Is a bad showing 
and withal an unfortunate acknowletlgemeni for 
a man who claims to understand your wants aud 
your Interests so well. 

My record, my fellow -citizens. Is before you. 
i^d you may judge of it. As your representative 
In the past I feel that I have done my duty, and I 
defy any member of tbe Legislature to say that I 
have not defended your interests and the inter- 
ests of Louisville on every band and In every In- 
stance. 1 grappled with all tbe cliques that came 
to Frankfort to uefraud you, an 1 thereby Incmred 
the displeasure and In many cases tbe enmi- 
ty ot many . 1 know that some of the members of 
those shine cliques and lings are my direst oppo- 
nents In this canvass. I know it; I expected It 
at the time: It has come, and If such opposition 
defeats me I am willing to be defeate'l. I want 
to be the representative of the peop e, and n>t of 
rings and cliques. 

I have served my constituents faithfully, and 
must I now be tbrust aside for a uew-romei? 
That he Is a young man of merit, I will not deny, 
but he snould wait till he has got Into bis second 
pair of ?boes at least before he offers himself for 
your sufirages. If, my fellow citizens, yen think 
I am worthy, and * oocluoe to send me back to 
tbe Legislature to complete the work tb it 1 h id 
begun there, 1 promise to serve you m tbe future 
as 1 have in the past, faithfully, honestly, and to 
the best of my ability.

My Fkllow-Citizens: I am sorry Imieed that 
Col. White has s I diminished the crowd that as- 
seiutiled nere this evening.
